PORTERVILLE, July 16 — A visitor and student from northern 
Iraq — Bebak Jaff — is spending the summer in Porterville at the F. 
E. Carpenter home and learning about America in a manner that is 
somewhat different than the accepted practice of foreign students. 


Bebak is working in an auto 
wrecking yard — the Al Gray 
Wrecking Company yard, to be 
exact — and he is learning about 
an entirely new field of words and 
objects, such as crescent wrench, 
engine block, lug bolts, head, and 
other items related to machinerzy. 

And it isn’t easy, since Bebak 
says, “I didn’t know what any of 
these things were. We don’t even 
have words for them in my lan- 
guage.” 

But if the terminology and tools 
of a wrecking,yard are somewhat 
of a mystery to him, the weather, 
tWat is currently the No. 1 topic 
of local conversation, certainly is 
not. 

“Hot weather?” says Bebak. 
“Why this is just like being at 
home.”’ ‘ 

And he goes on to say that in 
his home area of Iraq, the coun- 
try is very similar to the country 
around Porterville, the weather is 
about the same, only hotter, and 
farm crops are similar. 

“Our farmers grow practically 
everything in northern Iraq,” Be- 
bak says, ‘‘cotton, tobacco, rice, 
wheat, citrus and dates.

just as your farmers do, although

there are some areas that rely en- 
tirely on rain.” 

But the system is different. 
Until recently, farmers did not 
own their land; they worked for 
landlords who might own as much 
as a half million acres. Now how- 
ever, the government has taken 
this land, limiting the landlords 
to a thousand acres, and propor- 
tioning the farm land out to the 
farmers themselves. 

Bebak comes from a farm fam- 
ily; he is one of 14 children. Two 
of his brothers have received an 
education in American universi- 
ties, one of them, with a Ph.D., is 
now working for the Iraq govern- 
ment in the department of agri- 
culture as director of plant pro- 
tection, while the second brother 
who studied political science and 
also city planning, just returned 
to Iraq last March. 

Bebak came to Porterville for 
the summer with Earl Carpenter, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. F. E. Carpen- 
ter, who is studying for the min- 
istry at Cascade College, in Port- 
land, Oregon, where Bebak is 
studying history.

Q. “Will you please discuss 
varicose veins and ulcerations?”

A. Leg veins bear a heavy bur- 
den because they must support a 
weighty column of blood extend- 
ing from the feet upward. Larger 
leg veins have tiny shelf-like 
valves to help support the weight 
of the blood. If there is a ten- 
dency for the valves or support- 
ing tissues around the veins to 
weaken, the internal pressure 
balloons the normally smooth, 
straight veins into knotty, crooked 
tubes (varicose veins) through 
which blood flows sluggishly. The 
stagnation allows waste products 
to collect and this further dam- 
ages leg tissue. The skin over the 
affected vein begins to itch, be- 
comes discolored, and often 
breaks down, producing an ulcer. 
Some cases are helped by use of 
elastic stockings—othets require 
injection treatment or surgery. 
Even when treatment is success- 
ful, the condition may return in 
time as other veins become in- 
volved. For this reason, people 
who have had vein trouble should 
visit the doctor every so often for 
a check up.

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Cotton Growers Warned To Check 
Fields For Bollworms And Continue 
Checking Until Late In Season 


By Alan G. George 
Farm Advisor 


VISALIA, July 16—Growers are 
advised to watch their cotton 
fields carefully for bollworms 
from now until late in the season. 
A few-worms are showing up in 
the fields; but, at the present 
time, not in economic numbers. 


One of the first indications of the 
cotton bollworm is the appearance 
of small flared squares which may 
be eaten out or show other evidence 
of external injury. Injured squares 
often are found in the insect net 
when lygus bug counts are taken, 
or on the ground, as well as on 
the plants. When these damaged 
squares are found, the field should 
be checked further to determine 
the bollworm population. 

In checking a field, examine the 
tender growth and small squares, 
especially on the upper third of 
the plant, for bollworms, eggs, and 
injury. If a small, live bollworm 
(less than ¥% inch long) is found, 
record the plant as infested and 
go on to the next plant to be ex- 
amined. If no bollworm is found 
at first, but injury is present, ex- 
amine the squares, flowers, and 
bolls on the remainder of the 
plant. 

If neither bollworm nor _ boll- 
worm injury is found in the upper 
third of the plant, examine the 


rest of the plant quickly for larg-}} 


er worms,.and record them if pres- 
ent. 
Eggs indicate a potential infes- 


veyed again in three.to five days. 

Examine from 100 to 400 plants 
at random, over the field. Take 
the plants from several rows, at 
least five to ten paces apart in 
each row. Examine about 100 
plants per 20 acres. 

If four or more plants out of 
each 100 examined are found to be 
infested with small worms, treat- 
ment is necessary. The ideal 
treatment time ig before the boll- 
worms reach % inch in length, 
as they are much easier to kill and 
have done little damage at this 
stage. 


This worm attacks many squares, 
flowers, and bolls, and moves from 
one boll to another before there is 
noticeable injury, but if the boll 
surface or only one lock is injured, 
fungi may cause the entire boll to 
rot. ‘ 

DDT applied as a dust or spray 
at the rate of 1.5-2.0 pounds of 
actual DDT per acre by air, or 
1.0 - 1.5 pounds of actual DDT per 
acre by ground rig, will give sat- 
isfactory control if the application 
is properly timed. 

Control suggestions and more 
detailed information on methods 
of checking for the bollworm can 
be obtained by calling or writing 
the Tulare County Farm Advisors 
office for the 1959 ‘‘Pest Control 
Program for Cotton.”’

Slight- 
ly over 10,000 miles of the exist- 
ing state highways have been. in- 
cluded in the new system, and 
more than 1,600 miles of roads 
now under control have also been 
written into it. 

The 
struction program will require at 
least twenty years, and will sur- 
pass the water construction job in 
size. No final price tag can be 
put on an engineering project of 
such magnitude, but it has been 
estimated at $10.5 billion in cur- 
rent dollars. 

The act declares it to be a mat- 
ter of public policy and essential 
to the future development of the 
state that a statewide system of 
freeways and expressways be es- 
tablished and constructed without 
regard to the present jurisdiction 
over the highways, roads and 
streets that might be included. 
It is further declared to be public 
policy that deficiencies in any part 
of the state highway system not 
included in the new one be cor- 
rected simultaneously with those 
in the freeway system in propor- 
tion to the relative needs of traf- 
fic service. 

Recognition is given in the law 
to the fact that the dynamic 
growth of California will require 
periodic réview of the freeway 
and expressway system. The de- 
partment of public works is re- 
quired to report to the Legisla- 
ture every four years as to chang- 
es and revisions needed in the sys- 
tem. Provision is also made for| 
establishment of local advisory 
committees, and for cooperation 
with them by the department. 

For the first time, the terms, 
“freeway” and ‘expressway’ are 
legally defined. Under the new 
law, a freeway is a divided arter- 
ial highway on which there is full 
control of access and grade separ- 
ations at intersections. An ex-

| ment as full freeway or express- 


construction and mi 


pressway is a highway for through 
traffic which may or may not be 
divided or have grade separations, 
but on which there is partial con- 
trol of access. 


The state highway commission 
will have. the responsibility for de- 
signing the portions of state high- 
ways to be included in the new 
system. It will also determine the 
extent to which access to the des- 
ignated portions will be limited in 
order to protect the public invest- 
ment and permit ultimate develop- 


way. 


This new freeway law is a fine 
example of forward looking legis- 
lation, carefully drafted after in- 
tensive investigation of all rele- 
vant factors. Ht is the result of 
two years of hard work by the 
Joint Interim Committee on High- 
way Problems. All levels of gov- 
ernment involved in highway mat- 
ters cooperated in the committee’s 
studies. Many provisions of the 
law designed to safeguard local 
interests and yet give the state 
the best freeway system are the 
results of their suggestions.

Under existing law about all a 
land owner has to do to kill deer 
legally on his property is to say 
the animal is doing, or threaten- 
ing to do crop damage. 

Section 4180 of the Fish and. 
Game Code reads in part as fol- 
lows: ‘‘Any owner of land that is 
being damaged or is in danger of 
being damaged by deer, elk, beav- 
er, bear or wild boar may apply to 
the fish and game department for 
a permit to kill such animals. The 
department shall issue a permit 
upon satisfactory evidence of such 
damage, actual or threatened.’”’ 


Animals killed under such per- 
mits. are disposed of as the depart- 
ment specifies. 

Upon receiving a request for a 
permit to kill deer doing damage, 
“actual or threatened’’ the usual 
procedure is to have the game 
warden call on the land owner. 
Most wardens will try to have the 
request withdrawn or _ possibly 
suggest some other remedy to pre- 
vent crop damage, actual or threat- 
ened. If the land owner insists, 
there isn’t much the warden can 
do but write out the permit or per- 
mits and instruct the permittee 
what to do with the animals. 

When organized sportsmen dis- 
covered the issuance of these per- 
mits were running into five or six

depredation deer hunt under a per- 
mit system whereby the hunter 
could participate and keep the 
deer for table use. 

The majority of hunters and 
land owners don’t quite under- 
stand the various factors of the 
crop depredation provisions in the 
code. 

At the January meeting of the 
fish and game commission, two 
Tuolumne county ranchers re- 
quested approval of depredation 
hunts in which hunters could par- 
ticipate under permit. 

The proposal was opposed by a 
Sacramento fish and game maga- 
zine publisher and a retired San 
Francisco party fishing boat op- 
erator representing the organized 
sportsmen of Tuolumne county 
and the request for the controlled 
special hunt was denied by the 
commission. 

Depredation permits have been 
issued in this county for several 
years and in 1957 a total of 46 
deer were killed, the next year 66 
and this year’s total is of course 
hot complete. In any event, per- 
mits for the rancher to kill the 
aeer will have to be issued and 
one has already received twenty 
permits, all without hunter parti- 
cipation. 

Wardens will be forced to issue 
more as demanded but will no 
doubt do their best to keep the 
number to a minimum. 


Some of the best fly fishing for 
trout now is in the cold waters 
of the Kings river coming from 
the bottom of Pine Flat reservoir 
through the dam. Best fishing 
time is early morning or better in 
the late evening and conditions 
will improve considerably as soon 
as the river flow is reduced which 
should be soon. 

Most of the fish caught are 
wild, big (12 to 16 inches) and 
beautifully colored’ rainbow. 

To hook up flies on a spinning 
outfit, attach a two foot leader 
to a bubble with a fly on the end. 
About 18 inches above the bubble 
attach a dropper leader about six 
inches long and the second fly. 
The object is to fish in such a way 
that the top fly behind the bubble 
will skip and dance on top of the 
water while the other floats down 
stream*submerged. It works ex- 
ceptionally good and with’ the 
spinning outfit the angler can cast 
as far out into the stream as he 
wants.

it is time for right-thinking indi- 
viduals to organize a moral cru- 
sade against a welfare system that 
has become so infiltrated with 
politics that it is creating welfare 
recipients under the guise of help- 
ing the needy. 

Under the sentimental title of 
Aid to Needy Children, a system of 
expensive welfare has developed 
that goes far beyond the care of 
needy children — a system that 
actually is subsidizing prostitu- 
tion. 


For under provisions of this 
program, a woman can collect wel- 
fare money for as many children as 
she cares to produce — provided 
the children’s father has deserted 
her — and if that sounds confus- 
ing, consider that the facts of the 
case are that many women in Tu- 
lare county are qualifying for aid 
to needy children because the fa- 
ther of their children has deserted 
the family — but additional chil- 
dren continue to arrive on sched- 
ule. 


Actually, families are being 
raised and increased with no fa- 
ther in evidence, for welfare 
money provides a far better in- 
come than the father ever did, or 
ever would. The woman concern- 
ed merely says her husband has 
deserted her; the husband stays 
away from home, particularly 
when a welfare worker is in the 
area, and the family grows and 
prospers — at the expense of tax- 
payers. 

Or perhaps the husband has 
really deserted, but children con- 
tinue to arrive. And these chil- 
dren make the mother eligible for 
additional welfare funds. A man 
— not the woman’s husband *— 
may even openly live in the home. 
If the woman says he is only a 
boarder, that is enough; aid to 
needy children welfare funds con- 
tinue to roll in. 

And if a woman, receiving aid 
to needy children who has lost her 
husband through death or divorce, 
remarries, her children continue 
to get welfare. The stepfather 
has no legal responsibility for his 
wife’s children under present pro- 
visions of the welfare program. 

Nine bills were introduced in 
the 1959 state legislature to cor- 
rect the evils of the aid to needy 
children program, and other wel-

These bills did not 
seek to take anything away from 
the honest, properly qualified wel- 
fare recipient, yet not one of these 
bills was enacted into law. 

. On the contrary, even more lib- 
eral legislation was passed, upping 
the taxpayers’ bill in every coun- 
ty of California. 

Tulare county’s welfare budget 
increase as a result of state legis- 
lature action in 1959 amounts to 
$1,498,210. This increase drives 
the county welfare budget to its 
new, all-time high of $10,527,742. 

Of this total budget amount, 
Tulare county taxpayers contrib- 
ute $1,551,675 directly through 
county taxes. The balance comes 
from federal and state taxes. But 
there is no need to fool ourselves 
about it. It’s all tax money, and 
as long as welfare costs continue 
to go up, and as long as welfare 
funds can be misused as they are 
in the aid to needy children pro- 
gram, our tax bill, in total, will 
continue to go up. 

Men of courage and conviction 
in the state legislature did their 
best to correct some of the Wel- 
farc abuses this year, particularly 
abuses in the aid to needy chil- 
dren program, 

They failed because small men, 
without political courage and con- 
viction, were too great in num- 
ber. 

So it seems that ‘‘we the tax- 
payers’’ must organize a moral 
crusade to point out welfare abus- 
es, to put political pressure where 
necessady to correct these abuses, 
to elect men of courage to public 
office. 

From a strictly business point 
of view, the trend toward greater 
welfare payments to more and 
more people repesents a real dan- 
ger to those persons who legiti- 
mately qualify for welfare care. 
For the economy of the state — 
and of the county and the nation 
— cannot forever stand the stress 
of fewer and fewer individuals 
paying more and more taxes to 
support more and more people on 
the welfare rolls. ;

NEW LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE OPPOSES 
FORAND BILL; GROUP WILL RECOMMEND 
POLITICAL ACTION TO CHAMBER DIRECTORS 


PORTERVILLE, July 16—New 
legislative committee of the Por- 
terville chamber of commerce has 
recommended to the chamber di- 
rectors that they go on record op- 
posing the Forand bill that has 
been introduced into congress by 
Rep. Aime J. Forand of Rhode 
Island. 

This bill would amend the So- 
eial Security act to cover costs of 
hospitalization, nursing heme 
care, drugs and other medical 
services to persons receiving so- 
cial security payments. It is esti- 
mated that cost of this proposed 
extension of benefits would run 
one billion dollars the first year. 

Opponents of this bill state that 
it represents further centralization 
of government, an advance for- 
ward for the welfare state, and a 
heavy additional financial burden. 

It is estimated that by 1975, 
more than 90 per cent of older 
persons who need and want pro- 
tection will be covered by private 
health plans. Twenty years ago, 
a very small percentage of “senior 
citizens” ‘were covered by health

PORTERVILLE, July 16 — Va- 
cation paychecks went out. to em- 
ployees of the Rockwell Manufac- 
turing Company’s plant today as 
they prepared to shut down for 
their one week vacation period.
